Zion's 
Co-operative Mercantile Institution 
was organized by President Brigham 
Young. His mind, reaching into the 
future, comprehending the interests 
of the people, he was led by the Spirit 
of to organize it. It has donea 
mighty work, but it has not filled its 
mission. It is paying, perhaps, to- 
day, a quarter of a million of dollars 
per annum for labor, and we have a 
shoe factory here that is worthy of 
any community. They have estab- 
lished a tannery that gives employ- 
ment to many men, and they are gra- 
dually advancing themselves in the 
establishment of home industries 
which bid fair to make Zion’s Co- 
operative Mercantile Institution what 
we have long ho and prayed it 
ight become. ut if we seek to 
un ine its influence, if we seek 
to show in the midst of the people 
that God did not inspire President 
1 its establishment, or, if He 
did, that those who have conducted 
it have departed from the spirit in 
which it was organized, then its mis- 
sion will never be successful. But if 
we shall build safely and energetically 
upon the broad and deep foundation 
which the Lord has given us in His 
revelations, we shall succeed in these 
— the busy hum of muchinery 
make music throughout the fair 
vales of Utah, and we shall have our 
home industries that will teach our

loan their money more closely, and 
with ter advantage to the people. 
The cheaper you can make money to 
a community, the quicker will — 
give the means of enhancing and fos- 
tering those things which we so much 
desire to see established. When 
money becomes cheap the avenues of 
trade are open, and if we had to-day 
perhaps five millions of dollars un- 
necessarily invested in commercial 
circles, and that amount of means 
could be employed in building up 
and furthering home industries, how 
much happier we would me. 

I thank the Lord for the woolen 
mills in Provo; and I trust that the 
mills which have been recently erected 
in Salt Lake City may prove a success. 

I heard it said the other that 
a gentleman who came from Boston, 
representing six different woolen mills, 
went to examine the products of the 
Provo mill, and after. inspecting the 
texture of the home-made goods, and 
on learning the price, he declared 
that he could do no business in Utah, 
and therefure gave an order for a 
thousand puirs of blankets to be manu- 
factured and shipped to Boston. 
When we can get on this basis and 
begin to export from Utah instead of 
importing everything, we shall be- 
come independent. What makes 
England—that little island—so power- 
ful at the present time is her manu- 
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facturing interests, swaying the com- 
merce of almost all the Christian 
world, and a great portion of the 
heathen world also. We shall not 
become a strong, united and influ- 
ential people, until the best ability 
prompted by the Spirit of God, shall 
come together of one heart and one 
mind and unite us in these things, 
build up Zion, and make the people 
happy; — and prosperous 
in all they undertake to do.

FACTS AND EVENTS. 


News from British Sulymah, West Africa, is to the effect that the British expedition 
has returned from the Wendeh country, after totally destroying the town of Wendeh and 
releasing some 3,000 captives. 

The New York papers state that a disease wave” has struck that city. It is in the 
form of epidemics of scarlet fever, measles, and diphtheria. 


Sr. Paul, April 6.—A Pioneer Press special says:—Thirteen Indians were drowned 
at Victoria, B.C., on Monday, by the capsizing of a small schooner. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 10.—The Savannah cotton mill burned this afternoon. The 
flames spread so rapidly that the hundreds of employes barely had time to escape through 
the windows. Insurance $40,000. | 

RaLNHOR, N. C., April 8.—Almost the entire town of Smithfield, in Johnson County, 
was burned yesterday. The only buildings which remain standing are the county court- 
house and a few dwellings. The total loss is estimated at $100,000. Much of the property 
was insured. 

Cxatcaco, April 10.—By a collision between a passenger and freight train on the 
Chicago, Santa Fe, and California railway, near Joliet, this morning, young Mr. and 
Miss Hart, of Brookline, Mass., and the engineer of the train were killed, and several 
persons injured. 

An appalling accident happened on the 29th of April, on the Grand Trunk Railway of 
Canada, near Hamilton. A Chicago train, crowded with excursionists traveling to New 
York to celebrate the Washington Centenery, ran off the line, with the result that two 
persons were killed outright, and eighteen were burnt to death owing to the cars taking 
fire. Twelve others were seriously injured. 


CALA, April 28.— One of the numerous steam dredgers employed for deepening the 
entrance to Calais Harbor, opposite the new pier station, blew up at half-past six o’clock 
this evening, and immediately sank with all hands on board. Four mutilated corpses 
have been recovered, and three bodies are missing. Three persons sustained severe 
injuries, and others were slightly injured. A search is now being made for the missing 
bodies. The cause of the explosion is at present unknown. 


New York, April 26.—The lingering apprehension of a recurrence of yellow fever in 
Florida this year has been strengthened. A sporadic case of unmistakeable yellow fever 
has occurred at Sanford, Central Florida. Though there is no panic, energetic action 
will be taken immediately by the health authorities to prevent an outbreak of the disease. 
The situation, however, is not encouraging. The winter has been exceptionally mild in 
Florida, and in the cotton States generally the meteorological conditions are favorable 
Should an outbreak of fever occur now, it will have seven months to run its course. — 
Liverpool Post. 

A April 8.—A special from Uniontown says:—In 
addition to the terror inspired throughout Fayette County by the McClellan Town band 
of outlaws, they are creating great terror in the adjoining county of Preston, in West 
Virginia. When they were driven from their refuge near Marklesbury, they went across 
the line into West Virginia, and are now said to be located in a house near Glade Mills, 
a mall hamlet. Reports say there are six of them in the gang now, and that nightly 
they commit some depredation on the citizens in the vicinity. So great is the excitement 
over their presence and the robbing and victimizing of the gang, that the neighborhood 


is in despair. Local desperadoes have joined forces with the , and threaten all 
kinds of vengeance on anyone who T with them. Phe place por Ae they hold

EMIGRATION. 
— 

Tre season for the emigration of those of the Saints who desire to gather to 
the land of Zion having arrived, we publish this week the customary in- 
structions pertaining to emigration matters, and bespeak for them a careful 
study on the part of all directly interested. It is desirable that the “ gather- 
ing” operations of the Saints be conducted -without haste or confusion, thus 
fulfilling the injunction of the apostle, that all things should be done decently 
and in order. Order is heaven’s first law, and it is our duty and privilege to 
put that principle into practical operation in all the affairs of this life. By 
systematic efforts much of the vexations of life may be obviated, or at least 
reduced to a minimum, and delays, disappointments and loss avoided. 

_ The emigration of the Saints in years past from foreign lands to Zion has 
been conducted most successfully, and there can be no doubt that the bles- 
sings of the Almighty have been upon the people because they have heark- 
ened to the voice of wise counsel. Let those who purpose emigrating this 
year go and do likewise, and God shall prosper them. 

We regret our inability to announce the completion of arrangements for 
this season’s emigration; we can say, however, that there is no cessation of 
effort to obtain the usual concessions; but we are now fearful that the rates 
will be considerably more than last year. | 

We should not allow our minds to become despondent because the desires 
of our hearts are not realized promptly. If we have partaken of the Spirit 
of Christ as fully as we should, we will be able to say, God's will be done,” 
and we will feel to acknowledge His hand even in our disappointments. 
Those of the Saints who have made preparations for emigrating early this 
season, are doubtless put to great inconvenience and perhaps considerable loss; 
but they should remember that the “ gathering” operations of the Church are 
just as much under the control and direction of the Almighty as the preach- 
ing of the Gospel is, for instance. The Elders who go forth to the nations 
can not open up their own way for the conversion of souls, nor can the 
Saints cleave their own way unaided through the difficulties that beset them 
in gathering to Zion. The hearts of the children of men are in our Father's 
hands, and when He sees that the time has come to deliver [the remnants of 
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Israel, He will do it, and then they shall go forth with songs of rejoicing and 


praise. 

It never is time to move in the work of God until He himself leads the 
way, and it is quite as important, too, that we proceed then just as He may 
direct. By working in harmony with Him we are assured of success, and 
though we may not be able to comprehend all of His providences towards us, 
yet we have the Divine assurance that all things shall work together for good 
to them that love God. : 

The “all things” includes our emigration business, and, of course, the 
particular phase of it through which we are passing this season. If we 
admit, (and what Saint does not?) that God has anything to do with the 
matter, it is best as it is. If God is controling it, no one should seek petu- 
lantly to change it, or to murmur because he is not always wholly pleased. 
As the true Saint is engaged in sustaining the cause of the Lord, we dishonor 
Him when we think that He is not working in the cause of the true Saint. 
God’s cause and that of His people is one. The work is His, the “ gathering” 
included, and our hearts should trust Him in the darkness as well as in the 
light, in disappointment as well as in joy. Lot us keep in remembrance the 
words of St. Paul, that “godliness with contentment is great gain,” and fur- 
ther, “I have learned, in whatever state I am, therewith to be content.” 

As heretofore announced, an independent company of the Saints will sail 
(D. v.) on the 18th of May. This arrangement has been made for the accom- 
modation of those who cannot wait longer because of their circumstances. 
All others are counseled to be patient, and we shall at the earliest, practi- 
cable opportunity announce the dates of the departures of the regular com- 
panies.

On the emigration drafts received at 42 Islington there is, sometimes, an 
amount in excess of actual fares; this is intended to meet expenses of over- 
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special rates. 
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land journey, etc. Such amount will be handed to the persons designated, on 
their arrival at Liverpool, prepared for embarkation. nat 

SECOND CABIN berths can be obtained for £2. 5s. extra, Persons desiring 
to secure such berths, or FIRST CABIN, must so state in their application for 
passage, otherwise it will be understood that STEERAGE accommodation is 
wanted. 

All emigrants should be in Liverpool (and the head of each family call at 
the Office, 42, Islington, to procure the necessary tickets,) as early as possible 
on Friday, the day previous to the sailing of the vessel. 

All boxes should be well corded. Sacks are good for some kinds of luggage. 
All luggage should be plainly marked with the owner’s name, and the name of 
the place of destination. In addition to the name of the town, UTAH, 
U.S.A., should be also marked upon each piece. Marking should be done 
with paint or with lamp-black and oil upon the box or sack. When this is 
not practicable, pieces of leather may be used, securely fastened on with tacks 
or strong twine ; paper is useless. xes should not be covered with canvas, 
unless arranged to — as readily as if uncovered, because the baggage has 
to be examined at New York, by the customs officers. Luggage wanted on 
the voyage should have the word “Wanted” marked upon it. As a rule, 
luggage is safer and better in the hold. 


Emigrants, on their way to Liverpool, or those in charge of companies, 
should see that their luggage accompanies them. Where changes occur on 
the railroads, care should be taken to see that the lu e is transferred from 
one train to the other. This matter should not be left either to chance or 
the railroad porters ; some one of the party-sbould, with his own eyes, see 
that each article is duly transferred. It will save much labor and trouble to 
those who assist the emigrants, if the latter will, so far as practicable, book 
to Lu Street SraTion, and arrive there before noon on Friday. The 
brethren appointed to take care of emigrants and their lnggage can easily be 
found, upon enquiry of any official at the Station. Those who wish to be met at 
any other station, should duly inform us of the time of their expected arrival in 
Liverpool and the name of the station here. On arrival, emigrants should 
remain with their luggage. In case there is no one from this Office to receive 
them, some one in the company should at once notify us of theirarrival. We 
repeat, the others should remain with their luggage. 


When passengers send luggage ahead of them, by goods train, to Liverpool, 
it should be sent one week in advance, and, in addition to name and destina- 
tion, each box or bundle should have a label attached. marked PASSENGER

There are some railway stations in the United Kingdom from which emi- 
pres who are Steerage passengers, are entitled to obtain transportation to 

iverpool at less than the ordinary fares, by showing the steamship ticket, 
and on production of a special order which can be procured at this Office. 
The names of such stations may be ascertained by enquiry of the Conference 
Presidents. To secure the steamship ticket for this purpose, a deposit of £1 
is required for each adult, and 10s. for each child, the balance to be paid on 
arrival of passengers in Liverpool. The special order alluded to, entitling 
— holder to reduced fare on the railway, will be given with the steamship 
ticket. 

We desire it to be specially noted that adults are each allowed 150 pounds, 
or 10 stones and 10 pounds, of luggage free; and those between 5 and 12 are 
allowed 75 pounds, or 5 stones und 5 pounds, free. No free luggage is 
allowed to those under 5 All extra luggage will be charged 8 cents, or 4 
pence per pound, from New York to Ogden. No one will be permitted to 
take any luggege over these amounts, unless he has money to pay for its 
transportation from New York; as it WILL Nor be paid for by this Offiee nor 
by our agent at New York. | 
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The outfit needed for the voyage, by each person going in the STEERAGE, 
is a bed and bedding (which they are advised to bring with them so far as 
they have them), tin plate, tin basin, knife, fork, spoon, water-bottle and some 
soap. All of these articles and any others needed can be obtained, at the 
cheapest rates, through this Office. 

Emigrants coming from a distance, should provide themselves with some 
food for use in Liverpool. A light box or basket, for provisions, to serve 
from New York to Ogden, will be found useful. A shallow box or basket, to 
stow under the seat, is better than a deep one. Estimated time, with stop- 
pages, between those two points, seven days. 

Boys or girls under 15 years of age are not allowed to emigrate, unless 
accompanied by parents or guardians. 

A woman whose husband is in America, if she has minor children with her, 
should obtain from him an affidavit, sworn to before a Notary Public, certify- 
ing that he bas sent for her and them, and that he is able to support them. 

ithout such affidavit, the woman and children are liable to be sent back 
from New York. 

SEA SICKNESS may be prevented, by getting the system in good con- 
dition before embarking. To do so, the following rules should be observed: 
Bathe frequently. Eat only enough of plain food; and let the principal 
victuals be coarse wheaten bread, oatmeal porridge, and vegetable soups. 
not swallow a lot of tea, or other slops, at meal time; rather drink plentifully, 
of pure water, an hour or two before eating. Eat no swine flesh in any shape. 
During the first days on the vessel, do not try to eat all that is provided; 
ans avoid greasy soups. Keep warm, and take plenty of exercise on

UTAH NEWS.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers. ) 


Over four hundred people went from Provo to Salt Lake City during Con- 


ference. 


The work of surveying the big canal from Bear River to Ogden is pro- 


gressing. 


The prospects for a heavy peach crop this year have not been so good for 


several years past. 


The Provo Factory is already suffering for the want of water, having had 


to stop several times lately. 


The new stake house aud grounds at Heber City are nearing completion for 
the dedication, which will be held there at the May Conference. 

Heber City is building up very rapidly; it probably will see more new 
buildings erected this year than have ever been built since it started on its 


growth: 


A meeting connected with the Woman Suffrage movement was held in the 
Assembly Hull, Salt Luke City, on the 11th ult. There was a fair attendance, 
the body of the building being nearly filled. 3 

They are busy at Heber setting poles for the telephone wire, and will soon 
be in communication with Salt Lake. The people of Heber have long felt 


the need of direct communication with the outside world. 
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The Provo Woolen Mills have had a very prosperous year, and have just 
declared u dividend of $1 per share. New machinery to the value of $10,000 
has been ordered, and rear: axa in operation will greatly increase the output 
of the mills. 


The “dry benchers” of Salt Lake City had an abundance of water on the 
10th ult., but it was not in a shape to be of much benefitto them. Generally 
it had a damaging effect, in the way of flooded cellars, the contents of which 
were all soaked. 


A fire started in the cellar of the Co-operative Furniture Company's pre- 
mises, Salt Lake City, on the 16th ult. The firemen were on the spot imme- 
diately, and through their prompt action averted a serious conflagration. 
The loss is estimated at $2,000 or more. 


On the 8th of April, Apostle Francis M. Lyman was released from the 
Penitentiary, where he had been confined since the 14th of January last on a 
sentence of 85 days’ imprisonment for living with his wives. He paid the 
fine assessed against him. He returned in good health to meet a hearty 
welcome from a host of friends. 


The Heanston Chieftain says:—Tie Latter-day Saints meeting house was 
commenced on Monday, the 14th April. It will be a neat brick structure, and 
a credit to the congregation. The foundation was put in by Durnford Bros., 
of Evanston. The brick and ornamental rock work has been let to Baker and 
Fielding, of Salt Lake City. And the carpenter work goes to Mr. James 
Baguley, of our town. 


The Beaver woolen mills started up the middle of March with very pleasing 
prospects of a fine run. Being a month sooner than usual, it causes the 
people to rejoice in the prospects of good times there. These mills furnish a 
blanket and yarn that is sought after in far-away California and neighboring 
territories. The Beaver mills have started out this year on a cash basis, and 
intend pushing their goods to other markets, and the present outlook is very 
encouraging. Mr. William Ashworth is the superintendent, and to his able 
management the credit of the boom is due. 


In Ogden City work has begun on the Main Street extension of the street 
railway system, southward. On the 16th of April, Charles Lane, who has 
charge of the work, put on some six or seven teams, which were occupied in 
grading the street. It will be extended for six blocks. As soon as finished 
the laying of ties and rails for that distance would begin. The line ran to 
Thirteenth, though for some time the cars did not run any farther than Eighth 
Street. On the 18th, the widening of the track between Eighth and Thir- 
teenth Street commenced. It will be remembered that that portion uf the 
track bad for some time been used by the narrow guage tramway in grading 
the street. It was expected that on Good Friday the cars would run to 
Thirteenth. New ties were being put in from Fifth to Eighth, and the track 
graded up. The work on the Nob Hill extension has been resumed. The 
company will push things as quickly aud energetically as possible, and several 
miles of street railway will be added in the near future. A number of men 
are employed on the northern extension levelling and filling in around the 
track.
